Election/Restrictions 



Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-24 and 30, drawn to a goods collection assisting system, 
classified in class 710, subclass 1. 

II. Claims 25-29, drawn to a goods collection assisting method and computer 
program having goods collection assisting steps, classified in class 705, 
subclass 28.
